get across to a wider audience.I mean,if that 


were the main criterion,then we would be playing 
sow poppy stuff,er disco funk,or sunmmat like 
that,cos they would have a much wider audiemce 
than punk or roek.Having said that,obeviously we | 
de want to get across to as wide an audience as | 
possible,and te that end we've played in as

anarchism or cosmunism.However, those who beleive 
in such ideelogies cam still change the course 
of society to a degree by spreading their beleif 
8 around and making their presence felt.Its just 
like being in a band really,you wont change the 
world but you might make people sit up & think 
about whats going on around them 

R:Firstly,see the next question for my views on 
peaceful,eor otherwise change.I spose what I 
said in the 2 igterviews you mentioned were ma 
in pessimistic,and optomistic moods.I dent 
think that society will ever chanze in any mean 
ingful sense.I dont view a change of government 
or a reshuffle of the hierarchy a change for 
the better,and I honestly cant see,on any large 
scale,an end te axploitation,war,starvation etc 
as the forces whos best interests are served hy 
such methods,the industrial-ailitary complex 
etc,are toc well entrencked,and are adept at 
braimwashing all and sundry to actually accept 
suck abberations as necessary,human nature or 
whatever,and in a lot of cases actually desirab 
le.Having said that,ckange en some scale is 
possible,and of course desirable.I mean, peovle 
have written to us saying that reading our 


lyrics has wade them stop eating meat etc,go in 
that small,an undoubtedly importamt sphere, 
change cam happea.Tae other reason why we both— 
er,is that althouga I personally doat think 
that change will happen,it has to if our planet 
is to survive for much longer.Leaving aside war 
qxploitation,sexism etc,its calculated that im 
a hundred years,this planet will be incapable 
ef sustaining any life,due to pollution, defores 
tation ,eresion of topsoil etc,and thus for our 
childrens existemce,if nothing else,we have to 
at least try and oreate change...it is a matter 
of life and death. 


RH:MANY ANARCHISTS HAVE BREN CHANGING THKIR 
VIgwS OVER THE USE OF VIOLENCE,DO YOU STILL 
HOLD STRONG PACIFIST VIEWS,AND WHAT DO YOU 
THINK OF CLASS WARS "BASH THS RICH” VIEWS 
COMPARED TO TOTALLY NON VIOLENT GROUPS LIKE 
‘CND, AND THE BITCHING BETWEEN CLASS WAR & 
PAaCIFIS1S? 
R:I have the same views en violence & pacifism 
as a few years ago.My definition of pacifism is 
as follows.I view pacifism as the rejection of 
the use of violence against living creatures as 
a means of effecting genuine change.I am not 
suicidal,and hence if I have to,I will use 
violence to defend myself,however,I'm under no 
illusions that violence cam cause change in the 
positive sense.Beating up a racist went stop 
them being prejudiced..I dont beleive you ean 
beat sense into somebody.While the majority of 
Sthe populatiom beleive in the pelice,politician 
s eto,killing them,or physically assaulting 
them will not acheive anything in the long run 
exceyt perhaps encourage further repression...I 
ztotally support all groups who dont use vielenc 
against living creatures,eg the ALF,Greenpeace. 
I also personally suppert,or have great sypathy 
with,groups like the fighting commusist cells 
im Belgius,action directe im France,the Red 
Aray Faction etc,but as I said before,I dont 
think that attacking people will achieve any- 
thing...are the IRA any closer to their object— 
ives? Armed insurrection is of course a total 
fantasy.Apart from the problem of arming the 
peoples militias or whatever,I dont think they 
will stand muck chance against trained killers 
like the amay.No revolution has been success— 
_ful-inoit are of course crushed by the ailitary— 
has resulted in a wonderful free society,look 
at the Soviet Union today,despite the Belshevik 
revolution...if we do want a genuine free 
soeiety,it has to be gained at least with pass— 
ive acceptance ef the large majority of people, 
otherwise it becomes just another dictatorship. 
4s for Class War,well,they are a funny 
bunch.I know some of the people that founded it 
in Cardiff,amd wao are still active in it,and 
beleive it or not,they dent go reund killing 
everyone richer than them.I actually sympathise 
with a lot of what they are trying to de,appeal 
to mormal people,theugh I'm not sure whether it 
actually works,amd secondly,they dont take all 
this bash the rich seriously,or else they would 
all be in prison serving sentences for mans laug 
lnter.4ll the bitching between Class War aad 
pasifists is tetally stupid,you'd thimk that 
beth groups would have enough cemuon enemies & 
goals to be able to umite and fight together, 
tham spend all their time & energy slagging 


each other off,its ridiculous.If the se called 
anarchists camt even cekabitate together, then 
there ismt auch chance ef a wenderful free 
society being acheived is there... 

ds for greups like CND,althougk I dont agree 
with everything they do,their hierarchical 
structure etc,I think they do a very valuable 
role,amd do a good job in educating people and 
getting people,your middle class housewives 
and the like,involved in some form of radical 
politics,that otherwise they wouldnt be doing. 
Alright like CND aremt the new revolutionary 
front,but they have raised a lot of peoples 
consciousess,and radical ideas have to start 
somewhere-wouldnt you rather that the stock- 


brokers were against the bomb than fer it etc? 
All seme anarchists do,with their ridiculeus 
elitist ideads & criticisms of everything that 
doesat measure up to their own ultra revolution 
ary standards,is cut themselves off from every- 
one else,and just ghettoise themselves... 


THERE SEEMS TO BE QUITE A FEW GOOD NEW BANDS 
COMING FROM SCOTLAND ,WHATS THE SITUATION FOR 
GIGS E@@ LIKE UP THERE NOW? 

R:If you asked me this question a few months 
ago,I would have been quite optimistic,as there 
was a Spate of gigs,bands forming,and quite a 
lot of political activity,which I think is ess- 
ential for any scena,but unfortunately,of late 
that seems to be dying down,with bands splitt- 
ing up,fanzines folding,and gigs becoming 
fewer.There does however,still seem to be a lot 
of political activity,anti nuclear, animal 
rights etc,which cam only be a good thing, 
whether or mot punks are involved im it,se per- 
haps all is not yet lost.Generally I guess the 
sceme is OK though a bit stagnant,but then 
again Scotland has always suffered for various 
reasens.Firstly,the laws are different up here, 
and there are ne squatting,which means there 
are no alternative gig venues,housing,cafes or 
whatever.Secondly,there arent as many big 

towns & cities,where most activity usually 
takes place,a lot of folks up in the highlands 
eto are cut off frem practically everything, 
except by communicating by post

lation has ever been repealed in 
the past by new governments,and 
of course Labours record orm most 
thiags is abyseal,it was them 
that brought both polaris,and 
negotiated to get cruise missile 
s in Britain in 1978, they still 
stand by muelear power despéte 
Chernebyl,in faet,again,it was 
them that started the programae 
of building nuclear power stat-— 
iens,and it was Tony Benn,as 
energy minister,wko armei the 
Britisk nuclear police;The Lab-— 
our party used troops to break 
up the Ulster power workers
